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Considerable interest among in- 
dependent voters has been arounsed 
by the candidacy of Philip K. Allen 
of Highland road for the office of 
state senator from the 4th Hssex 
District. Mr. Allen, who symbol- 
izes the entrance of a new genera- 
tion into politics in Massachusetts, 
is seeking the seat now held by 
Clifford R. Cusson of Haverhill. 

Mr. Allen, an instructor at 
Phillips Academy, before he went 
into servfce, rose from the rank of 
private to that of Lt. Col. during 
the course of his army career. He 
shares the feleing of many service- 
men that they should take an ac- 
tive part in preserving the Demo- 
cratic principle of Government 
which they served to protect dur- 
ing the war. 

In entering political competition, 
Mr. Allen, who is thirty-six, says 
that he has always wanted to serve 
in government, and that the present 
time seems to him an opportune 
oceasion to run for public office. 


His work in the army has been 
clearly related to the problem of 
government, since in many of his 
assignments he was engaged in 
administrative affairs and in the 
leadership of large groups of men. 

When Mr. Allen was separated 
from the army last fall, he re- 
turned to Andover, and then took a 
position at Harvard University as 
an assistant counsellor in the Of- 
fice of the Counsellor for Veterans, 
where his work involves interview- 
ing and advising returned service- 
men who are applying for admission 
to Harvard under the G. I. Bill of 
Rights.

A good turn-out of Andover’s voters at the State Primaries 
on Tuesday is just as important to the whole of our representa- 
tive and senatorial districts as it is to us here in town.

Active In Subscription Campaign — 
To Recondition “Worlds’s. Best- Organ” 


Arthur W. Howes of the Phillips 
academy department of music is 
one of an ever increasing number 
of sponsors planning to reconstruct 
and recondition the former Serlo 
hall in Methuen and its famous 
organ, which have for many years 
deteriorated from lack of use. The 
group will form an Organ Institute 
whose program will include a wide 
variety of free concerts and also 
courses of instruction in the organ. 

The three-week campaign for sub- 
scriptions will begin on June 17, 
and the proceeds received will be- 
come part of a capital and main- 
tenance fund required to convert 
the Music Hall into a cultural and 
youth center. There will be a sub- 
scription plan for payment in quar- 
terly installments. 

Mr. Howes, who is himself a 
nationally famous concert artist 
and the former Dean of Ameri- 
can Guild of Organists, made his 
debut at the age of fourteen on the 
great Wannamaker Organ in Phila- 
delphia and it is logical to find him 
supporting this cultural endeavor 
and youth movement that will bring 
enjoyment and instruction not only 
to Methuen residents, but to all 
nearby towns. 

Speaking of 
Howes says: 

“Having given recitals on a large 
number of organs in many parts of 
the United States, I know of no 
other organ for which so much care 
has been taken to insure its maxi- 
mum effectiveness. The local con- 
cert hall was built and rebuilt in 
order to provide exactly the right 
acoustical environment. Its walls of 
heavy masonry are doubled to insu- 
late against outside noises, and. its 
interior surfaces are treated so as 
to enhance the organ’s tone. Inside 
the elaborate and costly organ case, 
the chests and pipes have each been 
allotted such space and position as 
allows them the greatest freedom 
of speech and resonance. Such plan- 
ning is especially rare in the in- 
stallation of an organ, as many

organs have to occupy ‘the mini- 
mum space for which architects can 
find no other use.

“It is fitting, therefore, that this 
building and instrument should be 
devoted to the highest possible 
musical objectives and that it 
should be made to serve as many 
different purposes in this connec- 
tion as possible. Unencumbered by 
the usual restrictions surrounding 
organs in churches and other build- 
ings where the presence of an 
organ is only incidental, this organ 
should be put to a full and compre- 
hensive use. Accordingly, there is 
to be formed an Organ Institute. Its 
program will include a wide va- 
riety of fine concerts and also 
courses of instruction for aspiring 
young musicians. 

“During several years of inac- 
tivity, the organ has deteriorated. 
In addition, the mechanical and 
tonal characteristics of the organ 
are in certain respects dated and 
stand in need of modernization. Our 
present plan is to replace all pipes 
and other elements that are no 
longer useful, and also to provide 
certain modern mechanical features 
which will greatly facilitate the ar- 
tistic performance’ of organ music. 

“The old action is now slow, so 
that pipes speak at an appreciable 
interval after the organist has de- 
pressed the keys, and their tone 
ceases at a still greater interval 
after the organist: has released the 
keys. This and all other defects 
will be corrected, and a new mod- 
ern console will be installed. 

“It is the intention of the Board 
of Trustees to make this organ sec- 
ond to none, ready to respond per- 
fectly to any organist’s every de- 
mand. When this is accomplished, 


we shall invite, each year, a number: 


of the most distinguished organists 
to give concerts here. It is prob- 
able that a number of them will 
also be asked to conduct master 
classes for organists during the 
summer months.”
